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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


INSTITUTION FOR THE EDUCATION OF THE DEAF AND DUMB, 
JACKSON, Miss., October 1, 1895. 


"To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 

We have, as trustees of the above institution, the pleasure 
of reporting that its management during the biennial term 
just ended has beon marked by the skill and ability that 
have always distinguished the administration of its efficient 
superintendent, Prof. J. R. Dobyns, who has been well sup- 
ported by a corps of very zealous and capable teachers. 

The most gratifying progress has been made in the in- 
struction of the students; and-their physical well-being has 
been carefully looked after. Only one death occurred, the 
health of students being, in general, very good. Too much 
credit cannot be given to Dr. Wirt Johnston, the able phy- 
sician of the Institution, for the very satisfactory showing 
made in this respect. 

We herewith submit the Superintendent’s report, each 
-and all of the recommendations of which have our most 
hearty approval. ' 

His suggestions relative to better lights, hospital accom- 
modations, proper equipment of a shop in which the male 
students may acquire a knowledge of the various handicrafts, 
extension of the present building, indeed all the improve- 
ments he especially brings to our attention are needed for 
the successful management of the Institution. We can say 
this without reserve, as we have made the several improve- 
ments suggested matters of personal inspection. 

. In the management of the Institution the strictest econo- 
my has been observed, and every item of expense has been 
earefully considered by us when presented for allowance. 

The long period that has elapsed since any extensions of 
the Institution have been provided for, leads us to indulge 
the bope that the recommendation of the Superintendent in 
reference to those mentioned may recieve favorable action 
-at the hands of the Legislature. 

In the progress of civilization, the education of the deaf 
has become & distinct art, involving in its successful prac- 
‘tice many of the noblest faculties, long experience, endless 
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patience, and a special adaptation for the work. Some of the 
finest intellects in our country are are enlisted in its devel- 
opment; and the higher education furnished free of cost by 
the National Government at the College at Washington, D. 
C., should be availed of by students from this State, as far 
as possible, in the manner suggested by the Superintendent. 
The small outlay for each: student would be very inconsid- 
erable in view of the probable benefits. 

An appreciation of the National College involves no dis- 
paragement of our State Institution, which for the means at 
its dispossal is the equal of any in the land. 

Since our Jast report, the Hon. D. N. Barrows, so long a 
member of this Board, has paid the great: debt to nature, 
and entered upon the rewards of an honorable and useful 
life. His many noble qualities of head and heart well quali- 
fied him for service on this Board, and the deaf of the State 
have lost in him a zealous and most efficient friend. 

In concluding this report, we desire to express our obli- 
gations to Gov. J. M. Stone for the constancy of his attend- 
ance upon our sittings, and the ability and courtesy with 
which he has presided.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


INSTITUTION FOR THE EDUCATION op THE DEAF AND DUMB, 
JACKSON, Miss., October 1, 1894, 


To the Board of Trustees : 


GENTLEMEN—In accordance with section 2318 of the Anno- 
tated Code, it becomes my duty, as Superintendent, to 
render to you a report of the operations of the Institution 
for the Education of the Deaf and Dumbof Mississippi for 
the year ending September 30, 1894. 

I am pleased to report that the year has been a successful 
one. Ninety-two pupils were admitted. The health has been 
good; nota serious case of sickness during the year, and 
no epidemics. 

The conduct of the pupils generally has been praiseworthy 
and their progress in the various studies has been in keep- 
ing with their studious and obedient habits. 

The corps of teachers now employed is equal to that in 
any other institution for the education of the deaf. They 
are well qualified, by education and experience, for the 
arduous duties they have to perform. They are punctual and 
faithtul, and the progress of their classes is all that could be 
desired. 


CHANGES. 


During the month of August Miss McClure, who had been 
a faithful and successful teacher for two years, tendered her 
resignation to the regret of all connected with the institu- 
tion. Miss Jane Washington, of Missouri, was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. Miss Washington is a young woman of fine 
education, having graduated trom one of the. best female 
colleges of that State, and has taken a thorough course in 
the Missouri Institution, under Mrs. M. M. Tate, one of the 
most accomplished and successful articulation teachers, 

Mr. Charles S. Deem, educated in the Ohio Institution and 
in Gallaudet College, and who has been, the past five years, 
editor of the Voice, has been made a teacher in addition to 
his duties in the printing office. Mr. Deem is a semi-mute, 
whose splendid edudation, coupled with his gentleness and 
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firmness, render him peculiarly well fitted to teach the deaf. 

The institution is to be congratulated upon the employ- 
ment of Miss Washington and Mr. Deem. 

Mr. W. A. Jordan, who hag filled the positions of Art 
teacher and boys’ supervisor for (he past nine years, has 
been relieved of the latter duties .and put in charge of the 
library and given a class in aural instruction. Mr. J.A. 
Bodker, of Yazoo county, has been made boys’ supervisor. 

Finding that the duties of the assistant to the Matron did 
not require all the time of one person, that position was 
abolished and these duties given to some of the older girls, 
alternating monthly, for which they are compensated. 


METHODS. 


Each of you has been so long connected with the Insti- 
tution, that it is not necessary to enter into a discussion of 
the much discussed question of methods. Itis only neces- 
sary to say, we try in every instance to use the method cal- 
culated to do the individual pupil the greatest good. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Below you will find a statement showing the appropria- 
tion for the year, the amount expended and the balance re- 
maining in the Institution treasury October 1, 1894.

Comparing this balance sheet with those of the last three 
years, we find the institution much better off, and remember- 
ing that the regular appropriations for next year are the 
same as last, the funds will be ample to carry it through to 
the next regular meeting of the Legislature. 


DAIRY. 


Below you will find a carefully prepared statement of the 
operations of the dairy for the year. I keep a monthly. 
itemized account of the expenditures made exclusively for 
the dairy, and the number of gallons of milk received. 
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October 1, 1898, to September 30, 1894:

. Taking the whole cost of running the dairy, the calcula- 
tion shows that the milk used last year cost the small amount 
of about 9% cents per gallon. 1 hope during the next year, 
to make a still. better showing. 


LIBRARY. 


During the past year I issued to the friends of the Insti- 
tution, throughout the State, the following circular: 

“We very much desire to build up a first-class Library and 
Museum in this institution. The Legislature supports it very 
liberally, but makes no special appropriation for this pur- 
pose. : l 
“You will understand the great need for plenty of books 
and objects, when you remember that the deaf get all their 
knowledge through the eye. As they do not hear, they must 
read a great deal to be well informed. 

“We call your attention to this matter, hoping you may 
have some good books, or interesting relic, that you would 
be glad to contribute for the use of the many bright deaf 
children who gather here year after year. Any book that 
would be suitable for children or young people will be ac- 
ceptable. Our children are of all grades of intelligence, and 
many of them would enjoy any of the standard works. 

“Should a copy of this circular fall into your hands, 
whether you have anything to contribute or not, please hand 
it to some friend after you have read it. " 

“Do not understand this to be a “begging scheme." It is 
simply to open the way for the many good people who are 
looking for.such privileges and' do not know just where to 
place their gifts. o 

“Will you please send me the names of any in Mississippi, 
who, you think, would contribute to this object ?

In response to this request we have received on an aver- 
age about five volumes a week of very useful and appro- 
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priate books up to this time. Many friendsin the State have 
notified me of their intention to make contributions. I do 
not doubt but in a few years we will have a large and well . 
assorted library. 

We examine carefully every book that is sent, and thus 
far have found only one we thought ought not to be placed 
in the hands of the pupils. In addition to the books that 
gre in the library, there are the daily and weekly papers, 
magazines and illustrated periodicals and the various publi- 
cations in the interest of the deaf. It is open to pupils, 
teachers and officers from 9 A. m. to 9 P. m. when it does not. 
interfere with their duties. 

I am sure I will be excused, in this connection, for 
making special mention of Mr. W. H. Hill, a lawyer of 
Palo Alto, Miss., for the large number of very interesting 
books he has forwarded. The following extracts from some 
of his letters will indicate his feelings and the motives that. 
prompted his generous contributions. M 

“J again send you a sample of many-more books, the ac- 
cumulation of years in my family, which are of no earthly 
benefit to me now, that my children have all passed to the 
better land, except my youngest, who is now grown. 

“Tt affords me real pleasure to place (hem where they 
will benefit some one. If I was to consent for you to pay 
the freight, I would feel like I was selling them, rather than 
giving them, to your institution. Let me send them in my 
own way, and it will do mé more good to give them." 

The library is thus stimulating our pupils to read, and, I 
trust, will establish the habit so that it wil! cling to them’ 
when they have left school, and be to them a source of pleas- 
ure and profit all theirlives. -1 do not think there has ever 
been an expenditure of money that has given more satisfac- 
tion, and the promise of better results, than the small outlay 
: the Trustees have made in fitting up the library. 


REUNION. — 


_ Im accordance with the recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent, at the regular meeting in June, & resolution was 
unanimously adopted authorizing him to invite those pupils 
who had graduated:and had been honorably discharged to 
meet at some convenient time in reunion, and remain two or 
three days as the guests of the Institution. This invitation 
was issued in July, and on the evening of September 22 about 
fifty assembled in the chapel and organized “The Missis- 
sippi Association of the Deaf.” 

Their sessions continued till 12 o’clock the following 
Tuesday. The time was most profitably spent in intelligent 
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discussion of the most important questions concerning the 
educatior and welfare of the deaf. 
Responding to an invitation to address the association, 
among other things, I said: “As to methods, I make use of 
the one best adapted to the pupil. If a child can learn more 
rapidly and more thoroughly by the oral method, I use that ;. 
if by the manual method, I use that.” The following reso- 
lutions were unanimous adopted by the association, viz: 
Resolved, That the remarks of Mr. Dobyns, on the best. 
methods, be adopted asthe sense of the association, and we 
regret the course taken by the oralists, which is calculated 
to do harm. 
Resolved, That Mr. Dobyns be requested to use this reso- 
lution at the meetings of the Board of Trustees when the 
question of methods of instruction is considered. 
Rev. John Hunter, D.D., who has been a member of the 
Board so long, welcomed them in an appropriate and feeling 
address, and the Trustees who were in the city honored 
them with their presence. They regretted exceedingly not. 
meeting the Governor, who was unable to be present. 
It was a most successful meeting, and has already begun 
to bear fruit in stimulating pupils to acquit themselves hon- 
orably, that they may become members. 


VISITING OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 


Upon the authority of the Trustees, during the month of 
May I visited the following institutions, viz: Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Wisconsin, lowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Missouri and Illinois, for the purpose of studying their 
methods of instruction and modes of management. I was. 
absent nearly four weeks, and traveling most of the way at 
night, was enabled to spend the greater part of the time in 
careful study and observation of the working of these splen- 
did schools. Considering the circumstances, I did not think 
our school suffered in comparison ; yet, Inoted points where 
I could make improvements, and I am sure my visit will 
result in the increased efficiency of myself and others. 

As superintendents are so closely confined to their own 
work, and as the schools open and close about the same time, 
it is seldom we have an opportunity of visiting other schools 
during the session, hence the great value of such atrip. Our 
Institution is under obligations to the officers and teachers 
of these institutions for their cordial reception, kind enter- 
tainment and untiring efforts to make my visits profitable 
‘and pleasant. ds 

I was more than ever impressed with the magnificent pro- 
portions the work of educating the deaf has assumed. The fol- 
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lowing statistics, taken from the Annals of the Deaf, for 1898, 
will give you some idea of the benevolence of this country in 
this particular line. The sixty-three public schools in the 
United States had: '

Iam impressed that we are not doing what we ought in this 
line, but as we have been so hampered by the want of room 
and the proper facilities, it is not-the fault of the manage- 
ment. ` 

That we may make a better showing next year, I would 
recommend, therefore, that the building now used for the’. 
carpenter shop and printing office, be devoted entirely to 
printing, that we may be able to accommodate all those who 
desire to learn that trade, and if possible, some other pro- 
vision be made for the carpenter shop. 

I have been unable to secure the services of an expert cab- ` 
inet maker for the salary the institution is able to pay. As 
there are no available funds for properly equipping a cab- 
inet shop, it would doubtless be better to defer any attempt 
at this kind of instruction until such time as the Legislature 
sees the wisdom of suitably providing for such an establish- 
ment. ` 


The trades of printing, cabinet making and carpentering, 
are well suited for the deaf of this State, as almost every

county has one or more country printing offices, and as the 
great variety of woods that admit of fine finish is encourag- 
ing the manufacture of furniture and the building of artistic 
and beautiful dwellings. ` 

Any recommendation for materially increasing’ facilities. 
will, of course, be deterred till the next annual report.

Two were sent home during the session, on account of sick- 
ness, and one died. ` 
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“CHANGES, 


There has been but one change in our teaching force dur- 
ing the year. Miss Jane M. Washington, teacher of articu- 
lation, having been offered a more lucrative position in the 
State of Washington, resigned. Her place has been filled 
by the appointment of Miss Margaret Hockaday Mitchell, 
of St. Louis, who comes well qualified to fill the position. 
I desire to bear testimony to Miss Washington’s faithful and 
efficient services, and to say all regretted her departure. 


THE PROGRESS 


In the literary department has been very satisfactory,'and 
both teachers and pupils deserve credit for their good work. 


THE FOURTEENTH OONVENTION 


Of American Instructors of the Deat, met in‘the Institu- 
tion for the Deaf, at Flint, Michigan, July 2d, last. It was 
` a gathering of over 300 teachers and superintendents, who 
spent a week in the most ‘profitable discussions of the vari- 
ous methods of teaching and managing the deaf. 

D D-2 ; 
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DEAF TEACHERS. 


Very conspicuous among this number were many success- 
ful deaf teachers, both male and female, who bad been educat- 
ed and trained in the Institutions there represented. This 
was one of the most striking proofs of the wisdom of edu- 
cating the deaf I have ever witnessed. The Mississippi In- 
stitution was represented by three teachers and the superin- 
tendent. I-feel that the benefit to the pupils from the op- 
portunities thus afforded the teachers, will be incalculable, 
and the work of the Institution will take on new life. 


THE LIBRARY AND READING ROOM = 


Continue to be a source of great profit and pleasure to the 
pupils. They have access to them daily, and those who 
have availed themselves of the advantages, have made 
marked improvement in their language.

WADE H. BYRD. 


Who had been a pupil for nine sessions, died on February 
26th, 1895, of pneumonia, having been sick only a few days. 
His father was with him during the-last two days of-his 
sickness. Everything was done for him that the skill of 
physician snd nurse could suggest or the loving attentions 
of a devoted father could prompt. He was a most exem- 
plary boy in every respect, and one of the brightest intel- 
.lects that has ever been in the school. With this sad ex. 
ception, the health of the pupils has been comparatively 
good.. I refer you to the report of Dr. Wirt Johnston, 
physician. 

| CABINET AND CARPENTER SHOP.

On March 15th last, Mr. John Lane, a deaf mute, who had 
been educated and trained in the Institution for the Deaf at 
Danville, Kentucky, was appointed foreman of the cabinet 
and carpenter shop. Mr. Lane came highly recommended 
and has since proven himself to be a most accomplished 
workman. With the small accommodations we have been ` 
able to instruct only about seven boys in this department. 
With the proper equipment this shop could and would pro- 
duce almost every piece of furniture the Institution would 
need. 


MORE ROOM > 


Will have to be provided or we will have to decline to ad- 
mit any more pupils. The rooms are now all overcrowded. - 


* 
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Two of the classes have to be taught in the large chapel for 
the want of sufficient room in the school building. These 
are articulation classes, and this fact makes it very incon- 
venient. Besides it is impossible to keep the pupils com- 
fortable during the cold weather without consuming enough 
fuel to heat this very large room. This is expensive, and 
even then very uncomfortable. So more room is needed in 
the domestic and school buildings. 


HOSPITALS. 


.l cannot emphasize too strongly the need of hospital 
rooms on both sides of the house. There are many instances 
when the welfare of sick pupils renders it necessary that 
they be quiet and secluded. ` Even though the deaf cannot 
hear, they are exceedingly. sensitive to jars and vibrations 
-of the floor, hence it is very desirable that hospital-rooms 
‘be detached, especially as the pupils resort continually to 
this means of attracting the attention of each other. With 
the buildings as they are, no room can be used that is not so 
closely connected with other rooms as to avoid this dis- 
turbance. l i 


BETTER LIGHTS. 


As the Board of Public Contracts has put in an electric 
"plant, at the Insane Asylum, sufficient to supply all the pub- 
lic Institutions, we hope for better lights. As the deaf gain 
all their knowledge through the eye, any one can see how 
very necessary itis for them to have good light. Itis not 
necessary to offer any argument as to the dangerous use of. 
‘oil in a building filled with children. 


CLOTHING. 


As the Institution grows the subject of clothing pupils 
becomes an important matter. When a pupil is reported in- 
digent, they have to be clothed by the Institution out of the 
support fúnd, as there is no special appropriation for that 
purpose. Experience in other States has shown that the 
question of clothing is best settled by placing it upon the 
county. If county officials know that a child has to be 
clothed by the county, they will be very careful as to their 
recommendations. I submit the following, as a text for an 
amendment to the present law. which I think will cover the 
ground, viz : 

In all caseg where suitable clothing is not otherwise sup- 
plied to the pupils of said institution, the same shall be pro- 
vided by the superintendent thereof, not to exceed twenty- 


xus t 
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five dollars per annum for evéry such pupil; which accounts 
shall be audited by the Board of Trustees and paid for out 
of the support fund of said institution and charged to the 
county from which the pupil therein named was sent.. 

Re-imbursement by County.—The superintendent of said 
institution shall torward each account so allowed and paid, 
after certifying to its correctness, to the treasurer of the 
proper county, who shall cause it to be paid out of the treas- 
ury of the county, and when so paid, the amount shall be 
reported to the trustees of said institution and credited to 
the support fund. 


REMOVAL OF THE COLORED DEPARTMENT. 


The fact, that, going to and tro between the white and 
colored departments five or six railroad tracks have to be 
crossed, and that the Alabama & Vicksburg Railway, with 
its switches, runs directly across the grounds of the colored 
department, make it exceedingly dangerous to the lives of 
the deaf. 

We find also, that the land belonging to the colored de- 
partment does not afford sufficient pasturage for the num- 
ber of cows necessary to supply the Institution with milk. 
For these reasons I would respectfully recommend that the 
Trustees ask the Legislature for power to dispose of that 
property and purchase larger and more suitable ground. 
This property being in such close proximity to the city, 
renders it very valuable, and it is possible the 68 acres could 
be sold for a sufficient sum to purchase what would be de- 
sired and erect buildings larger and better, which reed not 
be so near the city. 


THE HIGHER EDUCATION OF THE DEAF. 

I desire to renew my recommendation on this point, and 
would respectfully refer you to the following extract from 
my last biennial report, viz: 

“The National (now Gallaudet) College at Washington, 
D. C., is supported by the national government for the 
higher education of the deaf ot all the States. Mississippi 
has twiee, for a short time, been represented in that Col- 
lege. We now have some advanced pupils, and one or two 
who have left school, who desire very much to enter the 
College. They have not the means to defray the limited 
expenditures that would be necessary. 

In view of the fact that Mississippi is furnishing her hear- 
ing boys and girls higher education by giving them free 
tuition, and in other ways assisting them in their laudable 


= 
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ambitions, would it not be a just recognition of the merits 
of these deserving deaf persons, for the Legislature to 
to make it possible for them to attend this College? It 
would awaken & healthy ambition among our pupils, and 
stimulate the deaf to higher endeavor. In addition to 
what the National Government furnishes free, it would re- 
quire about $75 a year for each student. 

The standard at this College is high, and every one who 
enters must measure up to it. Should this expenditure be 
authorized, and no one is able to stand the examination, it 
wil not be made. Should any be able to pass and to 
maintain themselves in the College, it would be an invest- 
ment for the State that would return & handsome dividend 
in the exalted character of her deaf citizens." 

I want to add that since this recommendation was made, 
iwo years ago, other States have taken it up, and the Legis- 
latures have granted the assistance. 


AURICULAR TRAINING, 


Or the cultivation of the hearing, has received more at- 
tention during this year than ever before. Mr. Jordan has 
had a class of eleven, which has been instructed daily. The 
hearing of some has been so cultivated as to be of very 
great service to them in communieating with speaking peo- 
ple. It would be a step in advance, if we could employ a 
teacher whose wholo time could be devoted to this work. 
So important has this form of instruction become, that it 
was made a depariment of our recent convention, and re- 
ceived the hearty endorsement of all present. 


INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 


You are familiar enough with the poverty of this depart- 
ment for it to be necessary only to state the amount it will 
require to put it in a condition to be of practical benefit. 
That estimate will be found in the list of appropriations 
needed as given below.

you have been called to bear this responsibility. 

As Gov. J. M. Stone is só soon to retire from office, after 
enjoying the exceptional honor of being the Chief Execu- 
tive of the State twelve years, and having taken advantage 
of, not only every opportunity afforded, but having sought 
and made opportunies to show his interest in the deaf, and 
his desire for the success of the school, it affords me great 
pleasure, in the name of the deaf and their friends, to ac- 
knowledge the value of his services and to thank us for 
his sympathy and co-operation. 

Personally I am under obligations to Gov. Stone and 
highly appreciate the honor of having been chosen to pre- 
side over the institution during his able and distinguished 
administration.,
